BUTTEK FROM PEANUTS. 


A new factory has just been put into 


operation in Kokomo, Iiid., for the manu- 
facture of butter from peanuts. For a 
year, or more Lane Brothers of that city 
have been working on a process of mak- 
ing butter from the pi-aunt to compete 
with the product' of the farm cow, and 
have succeeded in producing the desired 
urticle. At the present price of the nuts 
the buffer can bo sold at fifteen cents 
per pound. 


Tho process ot manufacture is no se- 


cret. Tlie nuts, after .live hulls are re- 
moved, are «.'--irefully 
handpicked 
and 


faulty kernel!) removed. They lire then 
rr.-nsled in a lar.se rotary oven. 
Again 


they are gone over by hand for the re- 
moval .of.scorched grains. The mils are 
then put Ihrough a mill and ground as 
fine as tho finest flour, the natural oil In 
the grains giving it the appearance and 
consistency of putty as it leaves the'mill, 
except that it'is more of an orange color. 
By tlie addition of filtrated water, to re- 
duce it fo a more pliable state, file butter 
'is complete, no oilier ingredients, 
not 


even salt, being used. It never 
grows 


rancid, and keeps in any climate. It is 
put up in one, two. live, ten, twenty-live 
and 300-pound tin cans and sealed. The 
new,butter is always in great demand at 
sanitariums and 
health i^esorls. 
It is 


used for all purposes ordinary butler is 
used- including shortening and 
frying. 


Vhysicians pronounce it more healihful 
than cow butter, and :t is much less ex- 
pensive. By the addition of more water 
a delicious cream is made. and. ir de- 
sired, it can in the same way IK: reduced 
to the consistency of 'milk.

in Chicago has succo:*sfully conducted a 
loan association which has been able to af- 
ford relict in cases ot necessity without the 
beucliciarics fooling thosliginaof chaHty 
reeipieuts. This Jewish women's loan as- 
sociation is one of the most novel among 
women's organizations of the country and 
baa only been in operation during 
prcseut wiutor. 


Tim women havo placed over $1,000 in 


small loans, and they have yet to suitor a 
loss. The loan association itself is com- 
posed of fltty women pi tho Seventh ward, 
ivith a largo nnmhiii/ot passive members, 
or contributors, wlio give the associatioi1 
sums ranging fromlive cents upward week- 
ly. The association lias over forty met 
and women uu its books at present. Ten 
• lollars is tho largest sum which the asso- 
ciation will place at ono time. It lias novel 
had to close its doors, dven in the event o 
unusually largo demands tipou its cash. Ii 
-.uuh casestho directors borrow small sums 
from ttio business men of the neighborhood 
and continue its loans.

to increase his stock when an itu-rea^e 
means more profits and he lias not th'' 
m<mey to invest. He can take out Jo and 
make the additions to his s;ock that he 
cares to. Payment is on the installment 
plan and commences immediately, t\vcnty- 
nve cents a week for -?o and fifty cents tor

When he has paid up the loan 1m can 


take out another and make niore_ additions 
10 his stock in trade. Security is required 
and the. jniaraotors arc can-Iiilly investi- 
gated. No interest is charged.—[St. Louis 
Glooe-Dcmocrat.

Aside, from these boats,.the navy yard 


has qulto a< large display of Spanish ord- 
nance, mainly rifles taken, from tho.Viz- 
caya, Cristobal Colon .and Oquuiido nt'ttJr 
the* conllict .off Santiago! Thero aro 17 
guns in this lot, all of ono design, with a 
bore of 17 centimeters, or about iiK inches. 
Many bear tlio marks of Imvlug. ""bceir 
through hard service, anil all have tiio np-* 
pcaranco of. having undorgono great heat-, 
probably tho result of'•• the ;fires-which 
broke out; on tho several vessels after they 
were- beached. Alongside the gnus are as 
many shields, all scorched and powder 
stained/somo scarred, others pierced -by 
American shells, one in particular bearing 
evidence of tho good American marksman - 
ship in tho way ot a hole inailo by a 10 
inch shell not ten inches from, the .center. 
On one of tlio.rifles, too, is a mark or donfc 
made by u small American shell, evidently 
u G pounder, which, striking afc; a glance, 
f;ii1etl to do soriuiis damage, Tho mounts 
of Mic Spanish guns aro also lying in tho 
yard, but in a separate pile. It is said to 
be the lift i mate, intention of the depnvt- 
incnfc to distribute those guns to several 
cities about; tho country for exhibition as 
relics,-for tliey aro of no use us ordnance. 


! From the C'riHtobul Colon. 


Another'relio now on exhibition is the 


scrollwork taken froin tlio stern of ilm 
Cristobal Colon. This is. tho property of 
tho navy department, hut,'being of Jingo 
dimensions and weight, has been turned 
over to tho National museum. This scroll, 
resembling much a bird with outspread 
wings, centers around the Spanish coat of 
arms. The entire .figure is of brass and 
covers, when spread, a length of 80 feet, 
hi poring from points at either end to tho 
coat.oC arms, which in itself ii> six feet or 
more in height. When llimlly mounted, 
iliis scroll will umku ono of the largest ex- 
hibits in tlio museum. Aside from this, 
jnaiiy relics of smalloi1 size are on view in 
tho juuseum—relics from Cuba and Ma- 
nila, Spanish'and Amcrienn. 
TJio first; 


tiling to catch tlio eyo Is a piirt of the sil- 
ver service from the Maine, comprising a 
loving cup, a soup tureen and two vegeta- 
ble dishes, the former presented by Maine 
citizens in.New Orleans and tho last throo 
by.thft stale of Maine. . Other Maine relics 
are displayed, showing marks of the tcrri 
1)16 explosion, but tho silver escaped un- 
soratched. 
Other Relics. 


In another case aro pieces of armor from 


different vessels, showing tlio effect of 
Spanish balls, lings of truce used ou mem- 
orablo. occasions, .captured Spanish em- 
blems from Cnbun fields and many relics 
brought homo by American ofHeors, show- 
ing tho.meiins whereby the Spaniard made 
war, his rifles, revolvers, sabers, bullets 
aud powder. An Interesting relic in this 
connection is an old Sprlngllold rifle cap- 
"turert in Cuba froin tho enemy, which was 
mado iu tlie days before breech load ing, 
rifles were known, and ynfc that ancient- 
piece of ordmm'co was used in these mod- 
ern dnys. Tlipsubmiiriiiti mine \yhicli was 
picked up" by I ho United Slates steamship 
Marblehead utUimntnnnino, rnsfcy/ecnrrcd 
and covered with barnacles, also stands 
iiwong the other exhibits, along side, of 
powder 'cwisj boat ami.dented, tukeu from 
tho"Maine after, her destruction..
